A costly freight wreck occurred on 
the C. & P. at Toronto at 3 o’clock 
Sunday morning in which three cars 
loaded with fine china ware from Etlst 
Liverpool 
and 
Wellsville 
potteries 
were badly smashed up and the ware 
broken. 
The wreck occurred 
on the main 


line directly 
opposite the ice plant 
above Toronto and was caused by the 
train breaking in two and crashing to­ 
gether when the 
first 
section 
was 
stopped. 
The train was running ex­ 
tra as No. 699. 
Soon after leaving 
Yellow Creek a coupling broke. 
The 
train was stopped and coupled up and 
when pulling into Toronto it broke a 
second time. 
Through some m istake in signalling 
the engineer stopped the first section 
when the rear section crashed into it 
and three cars were converted into 
kindling wood and the contents broken 
and scattered along the tracks. 
The 
main line was blocked for 
several 
hours and it was late in the afternoon 
before the wreck was entirely cleared 
away.

and Mayor Ashbridge, the prince en 
terod the building and proceeded to 
the assembly room.

laration of independence was signed,

a Russian cheer, wishing him health 
and a profitable journey, to which h?

This pleased the Russian officers 
and men Immensely. Captain Stchens- 
novftch then took his royal guest in 
hand and. accompanied by the prince's 
two aides, made a thorough inspec­ 
tion of the ship. 
As the German ad­ 
miral walked down the gangway th-3 
entire ship’s company, led by Baron 
Fersen. naval attache of tho Russian 
embassy at Washington, gave three 
cheers for “ Prince Henry, of Pros 
sia.” 
The prince by tics time was grow 
ing enthusiastic over what he was 
seeing. 
He made a rapid inspection 
of the big armored cruisers Colorado 
and Pennsylvania, which are still or

Suspension bridges which were built 
In the time of the flan dynasty (202 ll. 
C. to 220 A. I).j ore still standing, strik­ 
ing'examples of oriental engineering 
skill. 
According to historical and geo­ 
graphical writers of China, It was 
Bhang Lieng, Knot Tsu’s chief of com­ 
mand, who undertook to construct the 
first public roads In the flowery em­ 
pire. 
At that time it was almost im­ 
possible for the province of Hhense to 
ronununlcate with the capital. 
Lieng 
took an army of 10,000 workmen aud 
cut great gorges through the moun­ 
tains, filling up flic canyons and val­ 
leys with the debris from his excava­ 
tions. 
At places where deep gorges 
were traverse*! by large and rapidly 
flowing streams he actually carried 
out his plan of throwing suspension 
bridges, stretching from one slope to 
the other. 
These crossings, appropriately styled 
“flying bridges” by early Chinese wait­ 
ers, ur$ high and dangerous looking lit 
the extreme. 
At the present day a 
bridge may still he seen in th** Hflense 
whieh is 400 feet long and is stretched 
over a chasm more than 1,000 feet 
deep.

Mayor Am bridge extended the free­ 
dom of the city to the royal visitor 
and presented the prince a handsome 
album containing his address of wel­ 
come beautifully engrossed.

ed th a t it was in this room the dec­ 
laration of Independence was signed, 
and he displayed much interest in 
the colonial and revolutionary relics 
exhibited ie the adjoining room.

wore over, the sailors, who were still 
standing at attention, gave the prince 
a Russian oheer. wishing him health 
and a profitable journey, to which he 
replied in Russian: 
‘'Go<xl morning, 
fellows.” 
This pleased the Russian officers 
and men immensely. Captain Stchons- 
novftch then took his royal guest in 
hand and, accompanied by the prince'.-, 
two aides, m ade a thorough inspec­ 
tion of the ship. 
As the German ad­ 
miral walked down the gangway th" 
entire ship’s company, led by Baron 
Person, naval attache of tho Russian 
embassy at Washington, gave three 
cheers for "Prince Henry, of Pros 
sia.” 
The prince by this time was grow 
ing enthusiastic over what he was 
seeing. 
He made a rapid inspection 
of tho big armored cruisers Colorada 
and Pennsylvania, which are still or 
the stocks, the Kroon land and Fin 
land, tho largest 
merchant vesst is 
sver built in this country, and the 
Turkish cruiser, which has not yet 
been given a name. 
Having s mn ail the ships in the 
yard, his royal highness 
was th* ii 
shown through the various 
depart­

n view connected with my mission 
to your country.

trary I authorize

I was told before 
leaving my home to open my eyes. a~ 
well as my * ars. as wide as possible, 
to speak as little as I could. 
In this 
atter instance 
I am afraid my m is­ 
sion is a failure. 
saw many more 
things than many of you be a w a r e of. 
I equally heard a great many things 
among others many kind 
words of 
individuals. a° well as the shouts of 
welcome 
>f thousands of your conn 
rymen 
What I express in your pres­ 
ence I express in the presence of your 
nation—my heartfelt thanks fo r th° 
cordial reception and good feeling I 
met with during 
my stay in your 
country. 
It vin be my duty to inform 
his majesty, the emperor, of this fact 
I am homeward bound tomorrow.

Aft*er the luncheon his royal high­ 
ness was driven to the Pennsylvania

m ent of the popular ovation, stood on 
the platform of the rear car and re­ 
peatedly saluted the cheering throng.

trade Is established. 
“I'm what Is called a street 'sham 
fakir,'” said one of these dealers In 
disguises recently. “I fake up most of 
tile sham disabled mill operatives, crip­ 
pled sailors, etc., and charge ’em a 
small fee. If It's a woman with a tale 
that ber husband heats ber, I paint lier 
a black eye and put her arm in a sling. 
Hay It's a man on a ‘blind’ lay. Well, 
I paint some scars on his face to imi­ 
tate tile marks of a lend explosion and 
give blin a green eye siiade and a 
'blind’ card. 
“If a man’s really maimed, It makes 
It easier. Suppose he’s been run over 
and bad Ids leg off.

SPRINKLING SINGAPORE, 


T h e S o le m n P r o c e s s io n T h a t A c c o m ­ 
p a n ie s th e W a t e r i n g C a rt. 
Poultney Bigelow In his description 
of the marvelous progress made tyy the 
city of Singapore uuder English rule 
gave a quaint picture of the manner in 
which tile streets are watered: 
The watering cart was drawn by lit­ 
tle white bullocks and driven by Ma­ 
lays with turbans. It seemed to take 
five Malays to do this driving. 
One 
roosted aloft on top of the barrel for 
the purpose of controlling the outgo of 
water. 
Ile seemed very proud of his 
appointment. Another native in a big 
turban roosted on the polo aud con­ 
trolled the little cattle. 
Then there was a man in thin brown 
legs and much turban who walked sol­ 
emnly behind enjoying a footbath. He 
was obviously a government function­ 
ary, although his exact sphere of use­ 
fulness I could not discover. 
He ap­ 
peared to be something in the nature 
of a rear guard. 
Then there was a “foreloper,” or ad­ 
vance guard, for the purpose of clear­ 
ing the way. There appeared to be an 
Idea that the little bullocks might sud­ 
denly go mad and rush ahead. At any 
rate, It gave congenial employment to 
one more native, aud that was some­ 
thing. 
There was yet another, who bent 
down now and then to pick up a piece 
of stone or brush away some irregular­ 
ity unseen by ordinary eyes. 
This outfit was a treat to me. It was 
solemn; it was full of self conscious­ 
ness; it was magnificently oriental. 
I have seen men in sublime moments; 
I have seen the red capped station mas­ 
ter of Germany strut up and down his 
platform when an imperial train was 
a I lout to arrive, but even that impress­ 
ed me less than the watering cart of 
Singapore, with its municipal hierarchy 
of Malay ministers, each earning per­ 
haps 2 cents a day.

Uncle Sam's paper money bas its 
birth In the bureau Of engraving and 
printing In Washington. Here a corps 
of engravers cut its lines Into plates 
of steel. Five hundred men aud wom­ 
en are in one room.. It is the largest 
pi luting office in the world. Here are 
struck from these plates the notes 
which we give the butcher and the 
baker. 
Etch steal plate when not in 
actual use is stored away in a great 
burglar proof vault to which only the 
highest officials know the combination. 
At the side of each printing press is a 
little indicator like a bicycle cyclome­ 
ter, which keeps tally of every piece of 
psi per money printed. 
Thus is Uncle 
Sam kept informed as to the exact 
number of paper notes of all denomi­ 
nations which leave his presses daily. 
If there is any secret which Uncle 
Sam Jealous!}’ guards, it is the process 
of manufacturing the fiber paper upon 
which his money notes are printed. 
He pays a Massachusetts firm a lug 
price for it, and this firm does its work 
under the surveillance of a govern­ 
ment agent. 
The imper is manufac­ 
tured of the finest rags, cleaned, boiled 
anti mashed into pulp. As it is rolled 
into thin sheets silk threads ore intro- 
ductal into it by a secret process. 
These are the distinguishing marks 
making imitation of the paper well 
nigh impossible. 
The sheets of paper, already counted 
twice and placed in uniform packages 
at the paper mill, are atonal in a treas- 
| ary vault and issued to the bureau of 
! engraving and printing as wanted. Be­ 
fore leaving the treasury they ure 
| counted three times more, and the re- 
I Cfivlug official at the bureau must re- 
j ceipt for them. Then the bundles are 


I unwrapped, and the sheets are counted 


I twenty-eight times by a corps of wo- 
i men. This is to insure that each print- 
i cr gets the recorded number—no more, 
no less. 
Before any employee of the 
division In which this paper is kept can 
| leave for home each night he must ex- 
' hibit to a watchman at the door a pass 
: certifying that every fragment of every 
sheet passing through his fingers has 
I been accounted for. 
; 
If one sheet of tins precious paper be 
lost, the entire force of men and wo­ 
men having access to the room where 
the misplacement has occurred are 
kept in, like so many school children, 
to find it. 
Each sheet is issued from 
the vault for the printing of a definite 
amount of money upon it. If the lost 
sheet were intended to ultimately rep­ 
resent $4,000 worth of notes, the group 
of employees to whom the responsibil­ 
ity of its misplacement has been traced 
must make good that amount if they 
cannot locate it within a reasonable 
time. 
Twenty-four times more are the 
sheets containing the printed money 
counted after leaving the presses. Then 
they are sealed in packages of 1,000, 
placed on racks In a drying room of 
130 degrees temperature, unpacked, 
thoroughly 
examined, 
smoothed 
in 
powerful hydraulic presses and packed 
iu wooden csiscs. These cases are haul­ 
ed to the treasury in an ironclad wag­ 
on. Six guards, heavily armed, accom­ 
pany this wagon whenever it makes a 
trip. 
No attempt to steal Uncle Sam’s mon­ 
ey while undergoing any of these stages 
of manufacture has yet been detected. 
As a matter of fact, the money would 
bo practically useless, for its printing 
is not completed until after It makes 
this guarded Journey to the treasury. 
There the finishing touch is added in 
Hie printing of the colored seal upon 
the face of each note. 
With the six 
sealing presses the same precautions 
are taken as with the two hundred aud 
fifty big money presses in the other 
building. Each sheet coming from the 
former has a row of notes printed upon 
it. 
The sheets are put through small 
machines, operated by girls, who cut 
out the individual notes. 
Even the 
small strips, falling like shavings from 
their machines, must be carefully col­ 
lected, sent to the bureau of engraving 
and printing and there boiled Into pulp. 
An employee found with even one of 
these ribbons of waste paper is liable 
to Imprisonment for fifteen years aud 
a fine of $3,(MXI. 
Between these different processes the 
paper money has been counted and re­ 
counted six additional times. 
Finally 
the single notes are placed in stacks of 
IOO, with nil of the blue numbers print­ 
ed on their faces in sequence. 
They 
sire then wrapped in paper, labeled, 
sealed with red wax and stored in the 
great treasury vaults. Thus each piece 
of na per money now in circulation has 
been 
officially 
counted 
sixty-three 
times. 
In our mints the system of account­ 
ing for the blank metal out of which 
the finished coins arc stamped, of keep­ 
ing tally on the coining machines’ work, 
of counting the finished product, of 
packing it. of sealing it in cloth bags, 
of transporting it under guard, of 
counting it mary times again aud final­ 
ly of storing it away is practically the 
same. 
There is not a day in the year when 
any one of the seven great treasury 
vaults does not contain In coin. bullion. 
notes, certificates or bonita sufficient to 
make you or me one of the richest of 
the world’s multimillionaires. The most 
capacious of these strong lioxes are in 
the basement of the treasury.

$900 to $1,200; clerks, four classes,

sal from the service of carriers who

As passel, the bill classifies the 
rural free delivery service and fixes 
the compensation of employes as fol­ 
lows: 
Special agents in charge of 
divisions, not exceeding 
$2,400 per 
annum ; special agents, four classes, 
graded from $1,300 to $1,600; route 
inspectors, four classes, graded from 
$900 to $1,200: clerks, four classes,

D uring this 
period I lived on potatoes, bread and 
cofi'eo and scant portions of m eat and 
toiled until late in the night. For tw en­ 
ty-five years I struggled thus until con­ 
ditions grew a little easier.

tliis for the encouragem ent of young 
men w ho have nothing, are nothing 
aud w an t to get som ething and be 
somebody.” 
In 1832 the factory gave em ploym ent 
to only ten men.

COOKING FISH IN ENGLAND. 


The Method Cued There Renders (he 
Flesh Flaky and Juicy. 
John Bull certainly knows how to 
cook fish, to prove which fact one has 
only to notice the juiciness and gooff 
flavor of tile first bit of fish, served 
perhaps a t a little out of the way inn, 
th at one tastes in England. W e A m er­ 
icans have at com m and m any fine va­ 
rieties of fish, but too often find it sent 
to table iii a “ woolly,” tasteless condi­ 
tion. 
An A m erican cousin visiting in an 
English fam ily m ade bold to ask w hat 
m ethod of cooking “sea food” w as 
prevalent in E ngland and found th a t 
there the im portance of the thorough 
cooking of tisli as a safeguard against 
ptom aines is as much regarded as w ith 
us. 
Our old country friends, however, 
assure us th at there is not the slight­ 
est occasion to render fish dry and 
tasteless in order to insure thorough 
cooking if proper attention is given to 
basting. One c&nfiot well im agine any­ 
thing hotter th an boiling fat, am i lav­ 
ing plentifully w ith tiffs is to m ake use 
of the surest am m unition possible for 
the routing of deadly bacteria. 
Instead of w arning am ateurs against 
underdone fish, let copious basting w ith 
sw eet boiliug fa t be insisted on, and in 
place of a woolly, flavorless result 
there will be the opposite—flakiness 
and juiciness. 
O verboiling will pro­ 
duce woolliness as surely as overfrying 
or baking. 
To insure tender, solid 
flakes in, for instance, boiled cod or 
halibut and to avoid dissipating the 
flavor m ake sure the w ater boils when 
the fish is put in; keep a t a gentle 
boil; allow only ten m inutes to the 
pound and tie carefully in cheesecloth 
th a t has been w ashed and bolled be­ 
fore using. 
Cod well basted w ith hot 
olive oil or any good fat will be alm ost 
gam y in flavor, as w ill 
cod si oaks 
cooked in deep fat.—W ashington Star.

During this 
period I Ii veil on potatoes, bread and 
coffee anil scant portions of meat and 
toiled until late In the night. For tw en­ 
ty-five years I struggled thus until con­ 
ditions grew a little easier. 
My last 
remembrance of that period is the 
growing danger of total ruin and my 
endurance, suffering and hard labor 
to avert the calamity, and I say all 
this for tho encouragement of young 
men who have nothing, are nothing 
aud w an t to get something nnd be 
somebody.” 
In 1S32 the factory gave employment 
to only ten men. 
At tho time of Mr. 
K rupp’s death over 4(1,000 men were 
employed in and about Essen, in the 
factory and the adjoining mines.—Out­ 
look. 


Wood In F.vyptlan Stonework. 
Probably the oldest timber in the 
world which has been subjected to the 
use of man Is that found in the ancient 
temples of Egypt In connection with 
the stonework, which is known to be 
at least 4,000 years old.

COOKING FISH IN ENGLAND. 


The Method t’ned There Renders (he 
I* I en Ii Flaky and Juicy. 
John Bull certainly knows how to 
cook fish, to prove which fact one has 
only to notice the juiciness and good 
flavor of the first bit of fish, served 
perhaps at a little out of the way inn, 
that one tastes in England. 
We Amer­ 
icans have at command many fin*; va­ 
rieties of fish, but too often find it sent 
lo fable in a "woolly,” tasteless comb 
tion. 
An American cousin visiting in an 
English family made bold to ask wha 
method of cooking "sea food” was 
prevalent in England and found tim 
there the importance of the thorough 
cooking of fish as a safeguard again 
ptomaines is as much regarded as with 
us, 
Our old country friends, however, 
assure us that there is not th** slight 
**st occasion to render fish dry and 
tasteless in order to insure thorough 
cooking if proper attention is given to 
basting. One cfinhot well imagine any 
tiling hotter than boiling fat, ami lav­ 
ing plentifully with this is to make use 
of tilt* surest ammunition possible for 
tin* routing of deadly bacteria. 
Instead of warning am ateurs against 
underdone fish, let copious basting with 
sweet boiling fat bo insisted on, ami in 
place of a woolly, flavorless result 
there will bt* the opposite—flakiness 
ami juiciness. 
Overboiling will pro 
duce woolliness as surely as overfrying 
or baking. 
To insure tender, solid 
flakes in, for instance, boiled cod or 
halibut and to avoid dissipating the 
flavor make sure the w ater boils when 
the fish is put in; keep a t a gentle 
boil; allow only ten minutes to the 
pound and tie carefully in cheesecloth 
that has been washed and boiled be­ 
fore using. 
Cod well basted with hot 
olive oil or any good fat will be almost 
gamy iii flavor, as will 
cod steaks 
cooked in deep fat.—Washington Star.

Uncle Sam’s paper money bas its 
birth in the bureau of engraving and 
printing in Washington. Here a corpl 
of engravers cut its lines into plates 
of steel. Five hundred men aud wom­ 
en are in one room. 
It Is the largest 
pi lilting office in the world. 
Here are 
struck from these plates til** notes 
wide ii we give the butcher and the 
I baker. 
Kiph steal plate when not in 
actual use is stored away in a great 
burglar proof vault to which only Hie 
highest officials know the combination. 
At the side of each printing press is a 
little indicator like a bicycle cyclome­ 
ter. which keeps tally of every piece of 
paper money printed. 
Thus is Uncle 
Sam kept informed as to the exact 
number of paper notes of all denomi­ 
nations which leave Ids presses daily. 
If there is any secret which Uncle 
Sam Jealously guards, it Is the process 
of manufacturing the fiber paper upon 
which his money notes are printed. 
He pays a Massachusetts firm a big 
price for it, and this firm docs Its work 
under the surveillance of a govern­ 
ment agent. 
The paper Is manufac­ 
tured of tho finest rags, cleaned, boiled 
and mashed Into pulp. 
As it is rolled 
Into thin sheets silk threads are intro­ 
duced into it by a secret process. 
These are the distinguishing marks 
making imitation of the paper well 
nigh impossible. 
The sheets of paper, already counted 
twice and placed in uniform packages 
at the paper mill, are stored iii a treas­ 
ury vault and issued to the bureau of 
engraving and printing as wanted. Be­ 
fore leaving the treasury they arc* 
counted three times more, and the re-

COOKING FISH IN ENGLAND. 


T h e VI c-1 Ii od I »pd T h e r e R e n d e r ! t h e 
F l e s h F l a k ) a u d J u i c y . 
John Bull certain ly knows how to 
cook tis ii, to prove which fact one has 
only to notice the juiciness and good 
flavor of the first bit of fish, served 
perhaps at ii little out of the way inn, 
that urn tastes in England. We Amer­ 
icans Im vc at command many fine va­ 
rieties of fish, but too often find It sent 
to table In a "woolly,” tasteless condi­ 
tion. 
An American cousin visiting in an 
English filmily made Ixdd to ask what 
method of cooking "sea food" was 
prevalent In England and found that 
there the importance of tho thorough 
cooking of tis.li us a safeguard against 
ptomaines is as much regarded as With 
us. 
(mr old country friends, however, 
as .-tire us that there is not the slight­ 
est occasion to render fish dry aud 
tasteless iu order to insure thorough 
cooking if proper attention is given to 
basting. Due cd idiot well imagine any­ 
thing iiotter than boiling fat, and lav­ 
ing plentifully with tills is to make us* 
of the surest ammunition possible for 
th*' routing of deadly bacteria. 
Instead of warning amateurs against 
underdone fish, let copious basting with 
sweet ladling fat be insisted on, ami in 
place of a woolly, flavorless result 
there will be the opposite—flakiness 
ami juiciness. 
Overboiling will pro- 
due*' wool Ii liens as surely as overlying 
or baking. 
To insure tender, solid 
flakes in, for instance, boiled cod or 
halibut and to avoid dissipating the 
flavor make sure tile water boils when 
the fish is put in; keep at a gout Ie 
oil; allow only ten minutes to the 
tound aud ti** carefully iii cheesecloth 
ti nit lias been washed and bolled be­ 
me using. 
Cod well basted with hot 
Jive oil or any good fat Will tie almost 
[amy in flavor, as will 
cod si oaks 
cooked in deep fat.—Washington Star.
